They know by 
experience manufacturing costs are lower when fac- 
tories are running full in comparison with working part 
of force or part time and resolve to keep their works 
at full pressure when business falls off, by.a campaign 
of publicity, and promise their trade journals “a good 
advertisement when we are over this rush.” 

Do they do it? Many of them become weak-kneed 
and pretend they cannot afford to advertise when busi- 
ness is dull and orders are few and far between. A 
recent announcement made by The Ladies’ Home 
Journal is so full of meat we reproduce herewith a 
portion of it: 

“It is fashionable, during times of industrial de- 
pression, for an advertiser to ‘draw in his horns.’ 

ut Why should he? 

“People do as much, or even more, reading dur- 
ing just such times, and, on account of general trade 
veakness, they are more impressed by the contrast of 

ng advertising. It is probable also that one’s 
‘petitors will slacken their advertising. When one 


man in a race goes to sleep it is a mighty good time 
for the other man to keep on and win.”

Yet such things do happen, as is in- 

stanced by at least one case in which THe AMERICAN 
ARTISAN is an interested party. The case is this: A 
certain concern, one of means, high standing and 
ample resources, whose advertisement has appeared 
in the advertising pages of this paper steadily and 
uninterruptedly for more than fifteen years, quite re- 
cently, during the current financial stringency, ordered 
its advertisement discontinued, and in connection cited 
a plea of retrenchment and economy. In this particu- 
lar case, as in many others not herewith concerned, 
the advertiser had usually upon renewal of the ad- 
vertising contract stated definitely that the advertise- 
ment for the money involved was the best and most 
profitable investment the concern had, and that it had 
never failed to not only pay for itself but had never 
failed to return a handsome profit. Before we had 
recovered from a natural surprise, however, and be- 
fore our next going to press a second communication 
from the same concern and relating to the same sub- 
ject reached us reinstating the advertisement without 
solicitation. We take the liberty of publishing this 
extract from the latter communication: 

“Upon due consideration of the matter of our ad- 
vertisement in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, which we 
have continued for so many years we find that al- 
though we have paid you a great aggregate amount 
of money for it, it has in reality cost us nothing what- 
ever, for the reason that it has not only paid for itself 
always but it has also always returned us a profit be- 
yond its cost.”’ 

This is a situation that is worthy of comment. It 
is not at all uncommon for our advertisers to openly 
admit the value to them of our advertising service, 
and the fact that a very great number of our regular 
advertisers have continued their advertisements unin- 
terruptedly for a great many years bears silent testi- 
mony to the efficacy of the advertising service given 
them and to its profit earning quality, but it is rarely) 
indeed that an advertiser separates the money chang- 
ing details that relate to his advertising in a manner 
that will permit him to realize the real situation, 
namely that his advertising cost him nothing. 

By a peculiar course of reasoning, which does not 
at all apply to other business methods, the advertising 
account is first to feel the slash of the knife of econ- 
omy. Why should this be so? The beginning of 
rigid economy is commonly coincident with prepara- 
tions not only to hold trade but to secure trade, and 
by cutting away the advertising the captain of the 
advance guard is sacrificed, the closest connecting link 
between the business and the buying community is 
tied and held in captivity, and the means of rapid and 
continued communicating power is destroyed by a 
single stroke. Among the readers of trade advertise- 
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ments—and there are millions of them—advertisers 
are measured by their advertisements and their adver- 
tising methods. Wavering methods beget wavering 
confidence. Half-way methods bring half-way con- 
sideration, and recession or cessation gives evidence 


not only of weakness, or timidity, or both, but a lack 


of faith in those whose patronage is so thoroughly 
desired. When others weaken and waver and grow 
faint hearted is the time to show one’s colors and to 
keep the flag flying. The time to advertise is always. 








As THE returns come in and the exact facts come to 
light, item by item, it becomes apparent that condi- 
tions existing among us are very far 
Our from being in so distressed a condition 
Penta as the calamity howler would like us to 
believe. The commerce of our great 
lakes is one of the reliable indexes to the nation’s 
prosperity, upon which much of our manufacturmg 
and commercial affairs are predicated and by which 
many great interests are almost wholly guided. A 
government department which keeps a correct account 
of the lake commerce and reports thereupon in sta- 
tistical form has issued its report covering the month 
of October, 1907, showing material gains in craft and 
tonnages over those of 1906 upon nearly all items 
included. It reveals the fact that the total quantity 
of eastbound iron ore reported to have passed through 
the canals during the present season aggregated 35,- 
036,614 net tons, compared with 31,317,915 net tons 
for the 1906 season and 27,852,943 net tons for the 
1905 season, while figures of the westbound soft coal 
movement were 8,626,500 net tons for the present sea- 
son, compared with 6,435,056 net tons and 4,849,791 
net tons for the 1906 and 1905 seasons, respéctively. 
A large increase is also shown in the eastbound season 
movement of wheat, the figures for the present sea- 
son, 70,115,202 bushels, being 26 per cent in excess 
of the corresponding 1906 season figures and 81 per 
cent above the 1905 season figures. The eastbound 
movement of other grain during the season, 31,643,- 
299 bushels, are 20 per cent below the corresponding 
1906 figures, though 23 per cent larger than the corre- 
sponding 1905 figures. The eastbound lumber traffic 
through the canals during the present season, 579,681,- 
000 feet, shows a decline, both as compared with the 
1906 and 1905 totals of 782,695,000 and 828,470,000 
feet. 
_ The total number of vessel passages for thte month, 
2,883, is slightly in excess of the October, 1906, fig- 
ures of 2,859 and somewhat below the October, 1995. 
figures of 2,908, though the tonnage of the vessels 
locked through the canals during the month—6,790,- 
105—is 16 per cent in excess of the ‘corresponling 
1906 total and 32 per cent above the 1905 total. The 
total vessel movement through the canals during the 
present season, 17,983 of 38,431,953 net tons, com- 
pared with 19,462 vessels of 35,553,974 net tons for 
the 1906 season, and 18,752 vessels of 31,556,- 
029 net tons for the 1905 season, indicates 
the growing average size of carriers plying be- 
tween the upper and lower lakes. The total 
freight tonnage passing through the canals dur- 
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ing the season, 50,475,691 net tons, compares fayor- 
ably with the 1906 and 1905 figures of 44,40;,-

Evidently, this’ publication 
has just awakened and has gotten into the scrap be- 
fore its eyes were fully opened, for now at the eleventh 
hour it appears with an editorial pretending to espouse 
the cause of American parcels postism, though with 
so many ifs, buts, guesses and apologies for the Meyer 
measure as to-lead to the conclusion that not even the 
author considers his position seriously. He states that 
“The first point in this problem of creating a satisfac- 
tory system for America is to build it up with refer- 
ence to local conditions and work it up gradually—not 
to jump into a mammoth undertaking without ade- 
quate preparation.” “The second is to devise a sys- 
tem that will enable the local merchant to have as 
much advantage (if not more advantage) than the 
national mail-order house. 

“Nor, as already stated, is it proposed to adopt rates 
that would let the big mail order houses supplant little 
merchants throughout the land.” 

Really this is all idle talk without a shade of rea- 
soning in it as applies to the parcels post. measure 
which in completed form is all ready to go to the six- 
tieth congress. Does this measure provide for the 
peculiar experimenting that our contemporary sug- 
gests? Is there m it any “system that will enable local 
merchants to have as much advantage (if not more 
advantage) than the national mail order house ?’’ Does 
not the measure already propose “rates that would let 
the big mail order houses supplant the little merchants 
throughout the land?” Finally, this peculiar editorial 
extends this invitation: “Let us join hands and work 
to have congress uphold Postmaster General Meyer's 
hands.” Certainly tnis is the limit when such. a sen- 
timent is expressed, no matter how obscurely in the 
face of the fact that American merchants almost with- 
out exception are fighting the Meyer measure to the 
death and every commercial body from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific has condemned and repudiated the pro- 
posed parcels post measure and joined in stirring res0- 
lutions in opposition to it. If this peculiarly endowed 
editor is on the square let him come out in the open 
and fight for his cause: ifs, buts, apologies and guesses 
will get him nothing, not even ordinary respect. He 
knows the: attitude of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN in re 
lation to the parcels post matter to be in square toc.

The Glenn Stove & Furnace Co., of Toronto, Ont., 
has been capitalized at $50,000. The company will 
engage in the manufacture of stoves and plumbers’ 
fittings. The directors are W. G. Glenn, J, McQuack- 
er and E. G. Morris, all of Toronto. 

We learn that Mr. G. N. Nye, president of the 
Shakopee Stove Works of Shakopee, Minnesota, who 
formerly was interested in, the A. T. Nye Stove 
Works of Marietta, Ohio, spent his Thanksgiving at 
his old home and among friends at Marietta. 








Geo. Kuhlman, a Main street stove dealer, in Cin- 
cinnati, O., was threatened -with a loss of his stock 
by fire recently, but it is stated that through ener- 
getic work the help succeeded in getting a portion of 
the goods out of the building, which was burned. 

W. L. Mells successor to D. E. Vanderveen, manu- 
facturer’s agent at Grand Rapids, Mich., advises us 
that he has recently acquired the selling agency for 
the entire state of Michigan for Quick Meal stoves and 
ranges and goods generally and would like.other high 
class lines for similar attention. 

A fire on November 21st occasioned a loss of about 
$15,000 to the ‘plant of Burrows, Stuart & Milne, 
stove manufacturers at Hamilton, Ont. The damage 
was confined to the section of the premises in which 
gas stoves are manufactured and to the japanning 
room. The loss is estimated at $5,000 on the build- 
ing and $10,000 on stock. 

A stove-wood famine is reported to be existing at 
Hagerstown, Ind. It seems that the price of cord- 
wood at that place recently dropped to $5 per cord, at 
which price the farmers found the sale of wood un- 
profitable. Hagerstown is essentially a wood burn- 
ing town and in consequence of the wood famine 
much suffering is said to exist. 

It is computed that the loss occasioned to the 
Anchor Stove & Range Company, of New Albany, 
Ind., by the fire of November 18, amounted to $10,- 
000, fully insured. The fire is reported to have 
started in the sheet metal department and to have rap- 
idly enveloped this entire department. An _ unfor- 
tunate occurrence in connection with the fire was the 
loss of the life of one of the employes. 

The cooking stoves in use in Mexico are mostly of 
the cheaper grades, with occasional demand for a bet- 
ter quality with nickel fittings, but not to any great ex- 
tent, as this increases the duties considerably. A list 
of firms who deal in stoves and names of farmers who 
might be induced to substitute stoves for the present 
cooking appliances at Tuxpan, Veracruz, San Luis 
Potosi, Pueblo, and Guadalajara are filed for public 
reference at the Bureau of Manufactures in Wash- 
ington.

The stove is said to 
possess a number of new features and some pecu!'ar 
advantages.

Through the failure of Frank P. Glazier, Treasurer 
of the State of Michigan, President and substantially 
owner of the Glazier Stove Company of Chelsea, Mich- 
igan, President of the Chealsea Savings Bank and 
head of numerous other important financial and com- 
mercial institutions, which was announced at the be- 
ginning of the present week will, it is believed, cause 
embarrassment to the stove company which in extent 
of the amount of business done, is one of the important 
stove manufacturing concerns of the country. The 
business of the company which originally and for 
many years was confined to the manufacture of oil and 
gas stoves has more recently included a line of steel 
ranges. The plant of the Glazier Stove Company at 
Chelsea, Michigan, is a very extensive one and em- 
ployed in the neighborhood of 1,000 workmen. The 
affairs of Mr. Glazier in the matter of his failure in- 
volves so many interests and different kinds of inter- 
ests that it has been difficult to determine the exact 
status of each one of them; therefore, the amount of 
liabilities and assets that are applicable to the stove 
business have not as yet been made known. In a gen- 
eral way, however, the failure is said to be a very dis- 
astrous one, the total shortage in which is reported at 
considerably more than $1,000,000.

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 





Leslie M. Shaw, former secretary of the treasury 
and now president ef the Carnegie Trust Co., New 
York, recently made public his views on the state of 
the country. He said: . 


“Our farms produce more than $6,500,000,000 per 
annum, and the prospect is good for an average crop. 
Our mines yield more than $1,500,000,000, and our 
forests more than $1,000,000,000, and neither of these 
sources of wealth has been exhausted. The output 
of our factories, in other than food products, is ap- 
proximately $12,000.000,000, and no fires have been 
extinguished. The railways earn more than $2,000,- 
000,000, and they are all in successful operation. The 
payrolls of our factories and railways aggregate ap- 
proximately $3,500,000,000, and the scale of wages 
has not been reduced. 

“In other words, the real sources of the people’s 
wealth have not yet been affected, and the ability of 
industrial concerns to pay dividends is not measured 
by the market price of their stocks. Logical reasons 
for serious conditions are therefore wanting. Psycho- 
logical reasons are never wanting. 


“If I judge correctly, the people will have exactly 
what they expect. If those who have money in the 
banks withdraw it and lock it up; if the banks refuse 
to grant accommodations, and if the consuming public 
decline to place orders, then we will very soon witness 
the effects. 


“Let those who think that times of disaster follow 
each other at regular intervals bear in mind that this 
country has never yet experienced a period of severe 
depression that was not traceable to financial or eco- 
nomic agitation or legislation, and usually to both. 

“In 1893 the redemption of greenbacks in silver 
instead of gold was openly advocated; the party 
in power was under promise to remove the protective 
tariff from our industries and the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 was championed by prom- 
inent members of both parties. The country might 
have survived any one of these sources of alarm, but 
it could not survive all three. 

“At this time no one questions our financial system 
and the tariff will not be touched for at least eighteen 
months. 


“Some check in the speed at which we are going is 
most desirable, and the checking process has prob- 
ably begun. It will now require a fair measure of 
confidence and courage to prevent undue retardment 
in our industries. Capital cannot be forced into ac- 
tivity, but it-can be forced out of activity. I have 
never seen the time when universal sanity was more 
essential to our wellbeing.”

Through an unfortunate typographical error that 
found its way into printed matter relating to Tur 
AMERICAN ARTISAN’S $100.00 Prize Hardware Win- 
dow Display Contest, we were made to say that th:

A STIRRING LETTER TO THE POSTMASTER- 
GENERAL. 


President J. Kornely of the Wisconsin Retail Hard- 
ware Association has in his official capacity forward- 
ed from Milwaukee a stirring letter to Postmaster 
General G. von L. Meyer at Washington, D. C., re- 
lating to the attitude taken by the Wisconsin Retail 
Hardware Association as concerns the proposed par- 
cels post bill which as is understood is to be put 
forward for action by the sixtieth Congress now in 
session. A copy of the same communication has also 
been forwarded to President Roosevelt. 

President Kornely’s communication is a crisp, stir- 
ring one upon the chosen topic. It is as follows: 

Hon. G. von L. Meyer, Postmaster General, 

Washington, D. C. 

Dear Sir :— 

After reading the extracts from your speeches at Boston 
and Milwaukee, and carefully considering every argument 
which you adduced in favor of the parcels post, I respect- 
fully submit what I believe to be convincing arguments against 
your position. 

The object that you allege to attain is the good of the 
farmers. As the farmer is the consumer, the proposition is 
a fruitless one; because you make the farmer pay directly on 
the goods bought and indirectly by taxes to sustain the car- 
tier business. 
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If the parcels post would be regulated according to dis- 
tance so that the farmer would pay proportionately the same 
cost of carrying from the village to his farm, that he would 
have to pay from New York to his farm in Wisconsin, there 
would be nothing dishonest or foolish about the transaction; 
but yet it would be unbusinesslike. The queer part of the 
transaction is the charging of the same rates for one mile 
and four thousand miles, which is a violation of every busi- 
ness principle, and if a man were to go into the freight busi- 
ness on that plan, he would be stamped as a swindler or a 
fool. And to think that our nation—including public officials 
—is made up of men! 

The carrying of freight is purely a commercial enter- 
prise differing in principle from the carrying of communica- 
tions, news and intelligence among the people and between 
our people and foreign countries, in the form of mail. Once 
the territory of legitimate commerce is invaded, the liberty 
and independence of the citizen is trespassed upon, and the 
liberty and independence of the country proportionally de- 
stroyed. 

Another feature would be the confusion in prices; the 
farmer receiving his goods at home paying more than his 
neighbor who purchased in town. Besides, it seems, there 
must be additional expense of packing to be charged against 
the consumer. As neighbors exchange gossip over teacups, 
the variable prices of their local dealer would be gone into 
and a resolution easily voted to give their trade to some 
concern a thousand miles away, to spite their local dealer. 

Another problem would be the disadvantage of selecting 
the kind of goods and the prices of the goods desired, which 
could not be done unless their local dealer got out a large 
catalogue of everything that he carried, and furnished it to 
the farmer. In this way the farmers would obtain a library 
of confused prices and descriptions, which in time would 
bring them disappointment and disgust; and would greatly 
add to the expense of the local dealer. 

Here is where the big catalogue houses would reap har- 
vests. One of those houses located in Chicago could send 
its goods to every part of the country at the expense of the 
taxpayers of the United States. Nor would that be the worst 
phase of the matter: they could advertise their goods in 
glowing terms and then send out cheap, tawdry ones to the 
farmers, who might obtain substantial goods at the same 
cost in their local village. The fact that the so-called cata- 
logue houses make enormous fortunes in a short time proves 
that they are getting outside of legitimate business. Also, 
it would require more than affidavits to satisfy a judicial 
mind that the parcels post is not being agitated principally 
by the catalogue houses. No matter from what point it is 
viewed, clearly it is class legislation and objectionable on that 
ground. 

If the postoffice department desires to give relief to the 
entire people it should reduce the rate of postage on sealed 
matter to one cent per ounce. There is no more trouble in 
handling a sealed letter than an unsealed one, and it weighs 
less on the average. Therefore let us have a one-cent rate. 

If trade is left in its natural channels, unhampered in lo- 
calities by law, and not subsidized in other places by misap- 
propriated taxes upon the people, the small trader will have 
an equal chance with catalogue houses to make an honest 
living; otherwise, the money will be drained from the small 
localities to the catalogue houses and the locality, as such, 
become impoverished and our peasantry degenerate. Any 
one who has studied the question of absentee landlordism 
will readily see the national calamity to which the proposi- 
tion leads. 

The destruction of the small trader and the country vil- 
lage is worse, perhaps, than race suicide. After his picture of 
sweet Auburn, in The Deserted Village, Goldsmith puts the 
argument in its strongest: form: 


“Ill fares the land, to ‘hastening ills a prey, 
Where wealth accumulates, and men decay: 
Princes and lords may. flourish, or may fade; 
A breath can make them,:as a breath has made; 
But a bold peasantry, their country’s pride, 
When once destroyed can never be supplied.”

The text of the advertise- 
ment, as it relates to steel ranges, is in the main 
very good. It is a good, plain talk in a homely, truth- 
ful, convincing way, that is worth more than pages 
of high sounding, meaningless words upon the same 
subject that have in them no elements of conviction. 
The range argument is quite an attractive feature, 
although the word “listens” is so deeply involved as 
to be misunderstood or to be disapproved of by very 
many people. The arrangement of the advertisement 
is wholly consistent. The type selections are entirely 
satisfactory, but the right hand lower corner is tather 
badly broken up by two open square patches that 
would have looked better above the merchant’s name 
than below it. The rule corners should have been 
miteredsinstead of joined in the manner they are, and 
a better effect would have been produced. This, how- 
ever, is a technical criticism. Under what appear to 
have been the circumstances and the possibilities of 
the printing office in which the ad was put into type 
it may be said that the advertisement is a fairly good 
and thoroughly presentable one. The advertisement 
occupied three inches, double column space in the 
Evening Nonpareil, of Council Bluffs, Ia. 
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‘lhe advertisement of Orr & Lockett Hardware 
Company is a good example of metropolitan news- 
paper composition. It occupied three and one-half 
inches double column in a recent issue of the Chicago 
Tribune. The utilization of the proclamation head- 
ing is timely because the advertisement relates to 
goods that have to do at this time with the Thanks- 
giving period.

HOW TIME IS WASTED. 


Many a man who is at the head of a business or a 
department loses much valuable time because other 
people bring to him matters that might readily be cared 
for by his assistants. A works superintendent was 
leaving his office when he was informed that a man 
was waiting to see him. He looked at the man and 
then walked off. 

“T know that man,” he said, “and I know what he 
wants. He is from one of the other departments. He 
always asks for me every time he brings a matter that 
belongs to the stock clerk or the bookkeeper. If I am 
not there they will attend to it just as well as I can. 
But when I am there they wait for me to take the ini- 
tiative. I am trying to teach them to take some re- 
sponsibility about their work, and keeping out of the 
office is one way to put them on their own resources.”

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THE RELATION OF THE FORCE OF GRAVITY 
TO SOME ECONOMICS OF HEATING. 








BY DR. J. M. W. KITCHEN OF EAST ORANGE, N. J. 
(Continued from page 42. Nov. 30, 1907.) 

It should be remembered also that the water in 
a boiler is under the influence of this same law of 
gravity which is always tending to secure the same 
stratification, so to speak, of the hottest water at the 
highest level, and the coldest water at the lowest level. 
When we consider this fact it is rather astonishing that 
boilermakers more or less entirely ignore the fact, be- 
cause in the way in which they apply the travel of the 
heating gases in opposition to the water travel, they 
fail to provide in their apparatuses a water recipient 
of a sufficiently low temperature for large volumes of 


the low degrees of heat in the gases, and which are. 


almost universally lost in the chimney gases. Two or 
three hundred degrees of heat escaping in the chim- 
ney gases means a loss of at least ten to fifteen per 
cent in the cost of fuel. Because of the neglect of ap- 
plying the principle in its purity of first applying the 
hottest gases at the highest level of the absorbing sur- 
faces, and then drawing them downwardly, with a fianl 
exit at the lowest level, and of introducing feed water 
of a low temperature at the lowest level, and convey- 
ing it vertically upward to a higher level, and thus 
procuring its progréssive heating, the aggregate fuel 
wastes of the world is enormous every day. 

The last point to which I shall call your attention, 
is that there is a limit to the power of gravity in con- 
trolling combustion processes and heat transmission. 
To secure a controllable draft and to secure the most 
economic results through a sufficient vertical elonga- 
tion of the combustion chamber and heating cavity, a 
mechanically induced draft must be used; and to se- 
cure the most perfect combustion and the use of the 
cheapest fuel, a Separately produced forced draft must 
also be used. To successfully use the low cost anthra- 
cite coal dust, it has to be blown into the combustion 
chamber over a bed of burning fuel to catch the larger 
fragments and to produce the heat necessary for its 
tegular consumption. A protective film of relatively 
cool air has also to be interposed between the intense 
heat generated by the burning dust in the atmosphere 
of the combustion chamber and the walls of the struc- 
ture surrounding the chamber to prevent their destruc- 
tion. Furthermore, a separate draft must be forced 
through the bed of fuel at the bottom of the combus- 
tion chamber, and wafting currents of air for inter- 
mingling the air with the volatilized gases, must be 
provided. These several provisions require a some- 
what complex means, and their co-action is utterly be- 
yond the direction of man though utilizing the force 
of gravity only. In large power and heating plants 
there is need to vary from time to time the rate of 
combustion to meet the various requirements of the 
work to be accomplished, and to carry gases over areas 
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of heating surfaces so large that all the heat generate.) 
shall be absorbed. A natural draft is not able to ac- 
complish this. 

In actual practice there is a large amount of los: 
due to air dilution in the combustion process and in 
heat transmission that is unavoidable when working 
with only the force of natural draft; but in the wide: 
ranges of practice, especially in household heating, it 
is necessary to submit to this limiting defect of the 
natural force of gravity. 

We have to remember that in charge of most house- 
hold heating appliances is a person of very limited in- 
telligence, who would not be capable of managing 
means for securing the greatest economy in the use of 
fuel, or for utilizing the cheaper kinds of fuel. But 
with proper attention to the design of heating struc- 
tures, a very great advance in the economies of heat- 
ing can be effected; and there really seems to be no 
need of the very great heat wastes in heating and 
power production that are usual. 

A proper consideration of these facts is of world- 
wide importance inasmuch as their practical applica- 
tion means that utilization can be made of the enor- 
mously large soft coal deposits on the earth’s surface 
in power production, and in the production of a ver, 
cheap fuel gas for urban consumption, thus relieving 
smoke ridden cities and towns of the smoke nuisance. 
and of the inconvenience of the direct use of soft coal. 
It also means that the valuable hard coal deposits can 
be conserved and carried along for a very much longer 
space of time for the various uses to which such fuel 
seems to be a necessity. It further means that a com- 
plete utilization can be made of the enormous accum- 
ulations of anthracite dust, and of coal dust that wil! 


in future be produced.

WELSH TIN-PLATE ACTIVITY. 





In a report from Swansea, Consul J. H. Johnson 
states that the Welsh tin-plate trade continues to be 
the staple industry of that large manufacturing dis- 
trict, concerning which he says: 

“The trade depression here some time ago necessi- 
tated the Welsh manufacturer seeking fresh outlets, 
and efforts thus made proved very successful. The 
manufacturers are also consistently and regularly in- 
troducing many improvements into the finishing de- 
partments of their factories-and have thus succeeded 
in increasing the production with reduced labor, secur 
ing better results as regards surface brightness of the 
finished plate. 

“Quite a recent introduction to the tinning house is 
a patent riser and lister, but this invention is still in 
an experimental stage. It is an ingenious invention 
and can be applied or connected to the tinning pot in 
such a way that by means of rollers and conveyors the 
tin-plate sheet after being coated is quickly transferred 
from the grease pot to the bran tub without the use or 
mark of tongs. The services of the extra rollers tend 
to minimize the ‘list,’ thus saving metal and producing 
a splendid surface, while the conveyors do the work 
of the’ risers, the latter being a saving of 2 cents per 
box. 

“This clever device is said to be applicable to any 
tinning pot with the exception of the ‘Player iron 
man.’ The inventor claims that when complete and 
successfully demonstrating his ideas it will save in 
metal and labor about 5 cents per box. It has the at- 
tention of all local manufacturers, and when pérfection 
is attained a detailed report will be prepared by this 
consulate showing its advantages for the benefit of 
American tin-plate manufacturers. | 

“The trade is in a flourishing condition at present, 
with nearly 450 mills in full operation here, and manu- 
facturers are flooded with orders. The expansion in 
exports of tin plates from Swansea for the first eight 
months of the current year, compared with the preced- 
ing year, favor the present season no less than $4,008.- 
064, representing an increase Of 34,493 tons. The ex- 
ports of black plates for the same comparative periods 
also show a great improvement. The tonnage in- 
creased from 240,458 to 274,951, and the value from 
$15,331,070’ to $19,350,134. The United States con- 
tinued as the best customer of Welsh black plates, tak- 
ing $3,013,551 worth for the first eight months of 
1907, an increase of $859,974. Sales to India, Ger- 
many, France, Canada, and other countries also ex- 
panded. Attention should be called to the shipments 
of galvanized sheets, which are increasing every 
month. As regards the latter article, the shipments for 
the first seven.months of this year amounted to 208.- 
698 tons, as against 255,505 tons for the same period in 
1906, the value being $20,710,739 against $16,265,17!. 
The largest customers of this merchandise were Japan, 
$2,010,636; Argentina, $2,661,435; India, $4,242,663, 
and Australia, $3,490,292. 

“Of black plate for tinning the quantities exporte( 
for the eight months ended August 31, 1906, and for 
the corresponding time in 1907 were, respectively, 41,- 
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891 and 48,070 tons, valued at $2,037,779 and $2,459,- 
743. The United States purchased 131 tons against 
17 tons last year. Germany is the best customer for 
Welsh black plates for tinning, taking 11,022 tons 
against 9,741 tons in the same period of 1906. 

“The present price of tin ingots is $824.87 per ton. 
Concerning tin plates shipped hence to America, the 
bulk continues to go to New York and Philadelphia, 
and are 1834 by 14 inches and 20 by 10 inches, known 
to the trade as ‘oil plates,’ otherwise called ‘rebate 
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ITEMS.

COKE. 





There has been an easier tone to the coke market 
recently. With the prospect of decreased iron produc- 
tion next year and the shutting down of the blast fur- 
naces in nearly all sections of the country, contracting 
has been greatly curtailed. The ovens are being shut 
down in many cases, and other production is being re- 
stricted to five days a week. Prices are about on the 
basis of $2.75@2.90 for good grades of 72-hour Con- 
nellsville foundry for spot shipment, but contract coal 
is from 25¢ to 50c higher, while furnace is about on 
the basis of $1.75@1.80 for prompt shipment, and 
about $1.90@2.25 for contract coke. 
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Trade Report. 


: HARDWARE, 

As has been predicted, the first real dash of cold 
weather has brought an active hardware market and 
nearly all lines outside of building supplies are vig- 
orously active. Money is easier in the larger centers 
and this has influenced all the interior points where 
there has never been any serious scarcity of ready 
money. Our sources of information from traveling men 
and through correspondence with many points confirms 
us in this belief and it is also verified by the condition 
of collections generally. The present period just fol- 
lowing the first of the month also brings confirmation 
in the regular and prompt settlements of accounts and 
paper falling due by fixed, monthly periods. There 
has been no weakness shown in hardware prices, either 
as to staple or other goods. It may be said that the 
western hardware market is in excellent shape and as 
a rule current accounts of retailers are lower in the 
aggregate than they have been, considering the size 
of stocks generally, in a very long time. There is an 
apparent loosening up in money affairs in the larger 
centers and a general resumption of cash payments 
duting the week will not be at all surprising. This is 
possible now, but whether wholly prudent is a matter 
for the consideration of bankers. Sleighs, skates, ice 
tools, stoves, stove pipe and other regular winter and 
holiday goods in hardware lines are in exceedingly 
good demand and orders are running large. No ma- 
terial changes are noted in hardware prices or dis- 
counts. Wire nails are quoted at $2.23, cars to job- 
bers $2.28, cars to retailers cut nails iron cars to job- 
bers $2.33, cars to retailers $2.38. Steel cars to job- 
bers $2.23, cars to retailers $2.28. Barb wire painted 
jobbers car lots $2:38, retailers car lots $2.43. Gal- 
vanized jobbers car lots $2.68, retailers car lots $2.73.

COPPER. 


Despite an advance in the price of best selected cop- 
per in London, the market has softened somewhat, and 
prices duting the weck were marked down about 4c. 
The absence of business has caused dealers to come 
nearer his views of the small volume of buyers. Con- 
sumers were not inclined to take hold of the market, 
however, and what little buying has been done went 
at about the basis of 134%(@13%c for electrolytic. 
Prices on the New York Metal Exchange were 
marked down '4c in the asking price to 134@134c 
for lake, 13%4(@13%c for electrolytic and 13@13%4c 
for casting copper. 

The government recently opened bids on two lots 
of copper, one for 50,000 pounds to be delivered at 
Puget Sound, and one for 150,000 pounds for the 
Mare Island Navy Yard, California. On the first lot 
the Mountain Copper Co. of California was the low 
bidder, with 13.75c. The company was 4c under the 
United Metals Selling Co., the next highest bidder, 
owing to the lower freight rate. On the large lot the 
United Metals Selling Co. was low, bidding 14.25c. 
The awards are expected to be made shortly. 

The London market has become irregular, showing 
the pressure of the heavy supplies of the metal for 
sale in that market. Best selected advanced 10s on 
Stock Exchange support, but warrants show a decline 
of 10s in, spot, while futures were up 5s. Trading is 
light, being only 200 tons of spot and 500 tons of fu 
tures.

There has, been no reaction in the pig iron market. 
The conditions aré as was reported a week ago. There 
has been more inquiry, however, and the feeling of 
iron interests is therefore more hopeful. It is quite 
generally believed now that a very brief time will 
bring about a normal condition in money affairs, and 
that with this the large railway and industrial interests 
upon which the iron market so largely depends will 
at once become active again and that a greater pros- 
perity than the country has ever known will quickly 
begin and continue uninterruptedly for a long period. 
The production of pig iron has been very greatly re- 
duced by the closing down of many furnaces and the 
iron interest is by this and other means quietly read- 


justing itself. We quote as follows:

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: . 

In pig iron all is quiet along the Potomac. The two armies 
of the producers and consumers are inactive. They have in a 
large measure declared a truce to industry and are idly wait- 
ing for the developments of to-morrow. In plainer and more 
idiomatic English—“Nothing is doing.” A valued correspond- 
ent, with many years of experience in the trade, writes: 

“It would be folly at this time to solicit business. I doubt 
if iron were put down to $12.00 that it would stimulate any 
large buying, as no one has the money to put up, and no 
one in particular wants it at this time; hence to try to urge 
sales would be suicidal to the business. The foundries are 
reducing their melts and their force of employes right along, 
and we learn from those we have talked with that there 
has been a reduction of from 40 to 60 per cent in the num- 
ber of men employed in the last thirty days.” 

The process of readjustment is still going on at a tre- 
mendous rate. Many more furnaces have been shut down 
his week and foundries are closing down in the same pro- 
portion. There is a determination on the part of makers 
f iron not to pile it on furnace yards but to go out of blast 


nd await the coming of better times before resuming opera- 
1ons, 
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At the present time nothing is better bought except what 
manufacturers need for quick consumption. Of course there 
is a minimum in the melting of iron which cannot be re- 
duced—that is, it cannot long be reduced unless the busi- 
ness world is paralyzed. A certain amount of old rails wear 
out and have to be replaced. Locomotives, stoves, boilers, 
engines, iron and steel bridges, etc., etc., have to be kept 
in repair, or parts have to be added or new ones supplied 
unless everything is to go backward and civilization recede. 
This is not thinkable. When the readjustment which high 
prices, high wages and boom conditions generally have made 
necessary is complete then trade will gradually resume its 
normal course. And that this will not be too long delayed is 
made evident by the concerted and sincere effort all along 
the line to get the disagreeable job of retrenchment and 
rearrangement done thoroughly and over with as soon as 
possible. 


Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

There has been an improvement in the iron trade during 
the past week. This has manifested itself most prominently 
in an increase of inquiry, which, compared with the dullness 
of the recent past, can be said to be quite lively. The influ- 
ence is not only shown in this territory, but similar reports 
received from other districts throughout the country prove 
that the movement is quite general. The inquiry has been 
mostly for spot tonnage, but in some cases has covered first 
quarter requirements. Prices are very irregular. However, 
the business done has been at figures apparently mutually 
satisfactory and it is expected it will not be long before an 
established market will be the rule and not the exception. 

Production continues to be cut down in a surprising man- 
ner, furnaces being blown out almost daily. This is consid- 
ered an excellent time to perform repairs or needed im- 
provements, which are being done in a wholesale fashion. If 
this curtailing of production proceeds during the next three 
weeks, the small production in December will stand out in 
most vivid contrast against the more than two years which 
have preceded it. The almost universal action which has 
brought this about is something which has never occurred 
before and is having a wonderful effect and steadying ten- 
dency against a serious and unreasoning panic in the iron 
trade which might otherwise ensue. As conditions change 
for the better and justify it, and repairs are completed or 
changes made, there will be a gradual resumption and in- 
creasing production which will meet demands as they arise. 
This handling of what would otherwise be a bad case of over- 
production is having at the present time a most perfect 
presentation of its possibilities and so far seems to have met 
the theoretical view in every particular. Industrial plants 
are still cautious about operation and many are still out, 
others running on half time or largely reduced force, and 
although reports are received of much improvement there 
has been little change locally. There was not so much clos- 
ing down in this neighborhood as in some others and the 
difference in this respect is not being so widely felt. 

That fundamental conditions are sound and that finan- 
cial affairs, in the East particularly, have improved during 
the week is admitted generally, and while caution is to be 
pursued in all lines during the next few weeks it is believed 
we are again on the upward road and early in next year 
there will be a marked and definite movement toward buying 
As it stands now, this movement would undoubtedly have 
appeared during December were it not for the recent changes 
which have come over the face of our industrial affairs 
This has brought about a curtailment in manufacturing and 
the iron which was originally bought with the supposition 


of lasting but to the first of January, will now, on account of 
decreased use in most cases, carry the consumers over the 
first of the year, again going to prove the statement that 
things are not all going to stop dead on January Ist. as some 
people with unusually vivid ideas seem to believe. The holi- 
day time is near at hand and it is not expected it will have 
any but its usual effect on the iron trade. 

Coke remains quiet. There is an increased inquiry and 
some transactions are pending which, when closed, will show 
up a good tonnage. Production is suffering along with pig 
iron and furnace coke is to be had in good quantity with 
prices somewhat easier.
